ACCOUNT of the RECTORS of the 


GRAMMAR-SCHOOL, 


HIS ſeminary of learning has been accounted one of the 
firſt· rate ſchools in Scotland, ſince the æra of the refor- 
mation, It was ygder the goverment of a rector or maſter, 
two uſhers and a janitor, with good ſalaries from the town 
council, and a ſmall portion: to the maſter from the kirk ſeſſion. 


This ſchool had alſo origiaally, a muſic-maſter, with a ſalary; 


and the kirks of Perth excelled in church-muſic. | 

The ſchool of Perth has produced eminent ſtateſmen, phyſi- 
cians, lawyers, divines, and poets aboye mediocrity. 

Crichton of Clunie, called the admirable; was educated at 
this ſchool immediately after the reformation, the account given 
of him by Sir Thomas Urchart of Cromarty and Dr M*Kenzie 
is ſo marvelloys, that it is almoſt incredible. As a ſwordſman 
he had no match; in every branch of the belles letters he found 
no equal; in memory he ſurpaſſed Magliabechi; before he was 
twenty years of age, he was more than match for all the doctors 


Je the Sorbonne, and demonſtrated his ſuperiority in a public 
diſputation, which was 'the faſhion in thoſe days. 


France, 


Germany, Switzerland and Italy admired him, and their poets 
ſung his praiſes. His extraordinary qualifications drew the at- 


tention of the Dake of Mantua, who loved him and made him 


preceptor to the young prince his ſon. His handfome and comely 
figure drew the attention of the court ladies, which was faid to 
de the occaſion of his premature death; for he was barbarouſly 
murdered when about thirty years old, by his pupil the prince 


Jof Mantui, at a drunken revel on the eve of Lent. The reaſon 
vas ſaid to be an affair of jealouſy. The duke was inconſol- 


able, the prince was almoſt diſtracted, when he came to himſelf 


and reflected on what he had done, for Crichton was beloved 


and honoured by him, he was forbid the court, and threatened 
with death by his father. The bounds which [ have preſcribed 
to myſelf will not allow a ſurvey of the great men who have 
done honour to their king and country in the cabinet, the army, 
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the navy, and in the three learned profeſſions, who received the 
fiſt — of their education at Per tb.
